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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed 07/05/2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2,4,8,9,18-21 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1,2,4,8,9,21 are allowed for the inclusion of means for storing ballast fault record 
in a memory if said evaluated startup voltage data indicates inoperability of said lamp assembly 
ballast, and means for releasably electrically connecting test circuit to lamp assembly ballast 
includes wire clip assembly having first and second set of wire clips configured to releasably 
receive a wire from lamp system ballast and a wire from at least one lamp. 

Claims 1 8-20 are allowed for the inclusion of wire clip assembly situated in the casing 
and having a plurality of wire receiving clips for releasably receiving wires from said lamp 
assembly ballast and said at least one lamp, said wire receiving clips electrically connecting said 
wires and a plurality of wire release buttons coupled to respective wire receiving clips, each wire 
release button including a color indicia corresponding to a color of a respective wire and memory 
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in said test circuit for obtaining voltage data from said lamp assembly ballast for evaluation 
indicative of operability of said lamp assembly ballast. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Jones (US 6,097,191 A) discloses diagnostic device for testing high intensity discharge 
lamp fixtures comprising self-contained unit that can be connected across the ballast in the 
fixture by use of an adapter 70 that screws into the fixture socket (Fig. 2). 

Crowe et al. (US 4,729,740 A) discloses Fluorescent lamp ballast having integral 
connector to facilitate ballast testing.
